They formed what purported 
to be an insurance agents’ social club, but 
which was proven to be really an organiza- 
tion to maintain rates. They emploved a 
secretary, who received rates from J. W, 
Fetter, the Kansas City rater, and pro- 
mulgated them among the various agencies 
involved. 

The . Attorney-General brought suit for 
a writ of ouster ag3inst the 73 companies 
involved. A mass of testimony was taken, 
which proved to the satisfaction of the 
court that an agreement ex’sted in vioijation 
of the anti-trust laws of the State. 

This decision is the first big victory the 
Attorney-General has won in his attempt 
to enforce the anti-trust laws. 


Followi is the essence of the decision 
by Judge Marshall:

“There he is! " 

At this cry the people started off to meet 
the carriage and sudden!y troeps and 
mounted gendarmes hurried madly forward, 
velling and shouting, as if accompanying a 

re engine instead of escorting a prisoner. 

The carriage was driven so fast that it 
covered the distance in a few minutes, 
passing the watchers like a flash. 

It was a race for the prison gates between 
the gendarmes with the captive and the 
spectators. 

The gates then opened suddenly and about 
2% gzendarmes rus-ed out and barred the 
street, pressing back the crowd with rifle 
stocks. 

The transformation from tranquillity to 
a wild scene of gesticulation almost de- 
fies description. The suddenness of the 
movement stupefied everybody as much as, 

apparently. it did the prisoner, whose face

The Governor of the prison sent Mme. 
Dreyfus the news of the arrival of her 
husband and she immediately went to the 
Governor and asked permission to see the 
prisoner. 

Leave being granted, the faithful wife 
entered the prison elmost unobserved and | 
was conducted to cell No, 830, accompanied 
by Mme. Havet. 

Roth Drevfus and his wife were deeply 
affected. They remained long clasped in 

each other’s arms tears and smiles inter- 
mingling with the tender endearments.

LESS WORK AND LOWER PAY.

President. Dowe Says the Giant Combi- 

nations Have Thrown 35,000 
Salesmen Out of Employment. . 


AUBANY, N. Y., July 1.—President Dowe, 
in his annual address to the Commercial 
Travelers’ Association, in convention here, 
dwelt on the effect of trusts upon commer- 
clal travelers and what the commercial] 
travelers should do under the circum- 
Stances. He declared that he had obtained 
from the best possible and most reliable 


sources that 36,000 commercial travelers had 
been thrown out of work through trusts, 
and that 25,000 more had had their caiaries 
reduced. One in every ten was affected. In 
conclusion, Bresident Dowe said: 

“As to actions on trusts, ] would not ad- 
vise positive or overaggresssive action. As 
we are novices, we would simp.y get 
whipped in a\haphazard fight. It would be 
to our inter to see whether any one- vf 
the great political organizations desorves 
our approvalj*I havé thought a monster 
non-partisan @rganization might be formed 
to fight trusts, regardlesss of politics. We 
are undoubtedly confronted with a demcr- 
alized and un-Amertcan situation.” 

The ne pag resolutions were adopted:. 
‘Resolved, hat we, the Commercial 
Travelers’ National League, in convention 
assembled,‘ deplore the organization of 
trusts, the centralization of capital and the 
curtailment of individual possibilities, as a 
species of speculative conspiracy and a 
menace especally to the employment of 
commercial travelers. 

“Resolved, That we condemn as un-Amerl- 
can, combination or syndicating of incor- 
porated or private business concerns for 
the purpose of controlling products and in 
restraint of trade and competition.’’

SETTLERS GREATLY DISTURBED 


RED MEN EXPECT TO MARCIZ 
BACK TO OLD LANDS. 


Troops Are Scarce in Utah and the 
Prophecy of Sawowec Bodes Great 
Danger to the Scattered 
White Population. 


PRICE, Utah, July 1.—The White River 
Uncompahgre and Uintah Utes are dancing 
at White Rocks Agency. They are there 
about 2000 strong. The band of which old 
Sowowic is the leader numbers fully 1000. 

They are camped in a bunch about a mile 
from the agency. Among this crowd there 
are some 30 bucks, followers of Sowowic, 
who says he will lead them back to their 
lands in’ Colorado when the dance is fin- 
ished and the Green River has gone down 
so it will permit of their taking their ponies 
and squaws across. This year the dance is 
known as the harvest dance, Indian Agent 
Myton having forbidden the sun dance. It 
is nothing more or less than the old ghost 
or the coyote dance, and its significance is 
to make bad medicine. 

There has been considerable uneasiness 
on the two reservations and in the Ashley 
Valley country of the declared intention of 
old Sowowic to go back to Colorado, and 
this has been increased by reason that one 
troop of the Ninth Cavalry has lately been 
withdrawn from Fort Duchesne and sent 
to Fort Douglass, leaving but one troop of 
103 men at the Fort Duchesne post. At the 
time the transfer was made Agent Myton 
and the settlers near the reservation made 
@ vigorous protest, but this was ignored 
by the War Department. Capt. Guilfoyle, 
commander at Fort Duchesne, went to 
Denver two weeks ago, expecting to be ab- 
sent a month, but returned in about ten 
days. There are at the dance near.y all 
the bad Indians fromthe Dakota Reserva- 
tion who are trouble breeders. The dance 
began Thursday night and will continue 
for three — without food, rest or water. 
Word from White Rocka, over the telephone

HINSHAW’S WIFE. 


EFFORTS TO FREE PRISONER. 


Baney’s Confession Did Little Good, 
but His Pal Backs It Up With 
Clear Statement.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., July 1—The 
friends of the Rev. William E. Hinshaw, 
serving a life sentence for the murder of 
his wife, are making another effort to se- 
cure his release on the strength of a con- 
fession said to have been made by Kid 
Whitney, an inmate of the State Reforma- 
tory at Jeffersonville. 

Mrs. Thurza Hinshaw was killed at Belle- 
ville, Hendricks County, in January, 1895. 

“Kid’’ Whitney and Noa@h Baney are now 
serving sentences in the State Reformatory. 
Two years ago, while serving a term in 
the State prison at Michigan City, Baney 
made an alleged confession, in which he 
declared that Hinshaw was innocent and 
that the robbery and murder were com- 
mitted by a aang of men of which ‘he and 
Whitney were members. 

Baney was brought from prison and 
driven over the route which the Indian- 
apolis gang was sald to have taken !n going 
to Belleville and in returning. Later Baney 


was taken before the Hendricks Count 
grand jury, but his testimony was of such 
character that the jury failed to indict any 
one for the murder. In fact he seemed 
afraid to substantiate the confession he had 
made in rrison. 

The new story is along the same ! ne as 
the old one. It is represented that ‘Vhit- 
ney has made an affidavit for the attorneys 
representing the minister, in Which he de- 
clares that Hinshaw is innocent ef the 
crime, and relates in detail haw the mur- 
Aer was committed. 

It is understood that the attorneys for 
Hinshaw propose to lay the aff.davit of 
‘“Kid’’ Whitney before the Hendricks Coun- 
ty grand jury at its next sitting. They do 
not propose to ask for a pardon for Hin- 
shaw until they have fastened the crime on 
some one else. 

Whitney says in his confession, which he 
confirms by aff.davit, that it was he him- 
self that cut and mangled Hinshaw, and 
that Noah Baney was the one~that did the 
shooting, and that he it was who killed 
Mrs. Hinshaw, and that he and the third 
party, whose name is omitted for certain 
reasons, robbed Hinshaw, and that the 
three secured the money, some @§ odd dol- 
lars, and divided it. 

Hinshaw in an tmterview said: 

“Tl have ever had an abiding faith that 
the world some day must know the truth, 
that I woul! be shown to the worid to le 
ai inrocent men. I have been In tne pret 
accused of cvaching Noah Baney in the 
confes#sinen he made.

Broadway Not to Be Widened. 


The four bills providing for a new City 
Hospital were introduced in beth branches 
of the Municipal Assembly Friday night. All 
were referred to committees. The ordinances 
were prepared by Chairman Ives of the 
Hospital Commission, who submitted them 
to Mayor Ziegenhein. The Mayor sent them 
in to the Assembly. 

The first bill read in the Counci)] provides 
for the recognition of any accredited train- 
ing school for nurses in the appointment 
of nurses for the City Hospital. here was 
considerable discussion over the bill vesi- 
ing the control of the institution in a Board 
of Administration. Councilman Thuner 
wanted the bill filed. ‘His motion was 
voted down. 

The bills providing for the erection of a 
new City Hospital Duilding and the ap- 
pointment of a City Bacteriologist were 
sent to committees without comment. The 
buliding is to cost not over $1,000,000. 

The Committee on Railroads in the City 
Council made a majority report favoring 
the Atlantic street switch bill and a minor- 
ity report against it. The bill for opening: 
Eads avenue to Grand avenue was killed 
Emil G. Woltchek was elected a member 
of the Mullanphy Board to succeed Emil G. 
Remmers. Final action on the general ap- 
propriation bill was peppered. to be taken 
up next Wednesday. The garbage appro- 
priation of $112,276 was sanctioned. 

The House of Delegates rejected the prop- 
osition to widen Broadway between Marine 
street and-.Hall’s Ferry road. A resolution 
was introduced by Mr. Sturdevant calling 
upon Superintendent Kempf of the Work-« 
house to furnish the House of Delegates 
with a report on the number of prisoners 
in the institution and the class of work

THE LINDELL SYSTEM LEGAL. 


Supreme Court Declares the Third Par- 
allel Law Repealed. 

The Supreme Court decided Friday that 

the combination of street railways known 


as the Lindell system. and owned by the 
LAndell Railway Company, wes legal. The 
decision was given in the case of the State 
of Missouri vs. Lindell Raithway Company, 
to prevent the company. from exercising 
the rights and agi es granted by its 
municipal franchise, to declare the transfer 
of the Missouri Company lines to’ the Lin- 
dell void, and to annul the charter of the 
company on the ground that it was a trust. 
The decision was against the State on 
every count. The opinion was written by 
Judge William C. Marshall. One ciaim_of 
the State was that the company had vic- 
lated the “Third Paraliel Law,” enacted in 
1960. @ decision holds that this law was 
repealed by the law of 18866, revising the 
city charter of St. Louls, :
